The tima haa eomo for 
parents to realize they have made some grave mi.ntaktu. In the fir«t plnce, 
it ia a mistake for a rich father to bring up his son in ignorance uf the 
responaibiUtiea of aa iaheritance. Some fathers go on as if they expected 
to live fonjvcr. l-very boy should 'h' tini):lit how to hainlle money, not 
alone for bis own sake, but because he may nime tuue have ciiarge of uthcr 
people's moaer. 

But a ipicstion more vital still is that of sex. There is a tendency 
among patents nowadays to assume un unw ise timidity in 8|M>aking of nuch 
matters. If instead at being timid and obscure ia their sdvice parents 
wouM he quite frnnk it would prevent much evil from which the w.iHd 
now suffers. To niaity girls the rex: meaning of marriage is a seah'd liook, 
and this is largely tho fault of their mothers. From whom can thsy bet- 
ter Ittk for advice th.m from their mothers? Yet the lattar oftea remaia 
silent because of a want of courage to siHuik plainly. 

I say to mothers, give yaar danj'iters tha benefit of yo«r own wisdom,' 
and ^hen they become whih i, tliey v ill not have to accept that serrilo and 
ornamental place which im 0 are wont to assign to Ihcm. 

Society ia full of misery dta to tha blunders of parenta in failing to 
rtlH-ak out. lliiw !nui h of the evi» in our great citi<»8 comes from this it 
would be dismal to contemplate.

of the text booka. In Siatcrj aad gaogrwhy aad ph y aialogy 
edge ehould be larger and brooder than that of the booka whl 
ila uae. Every teacher knows that the books used in thn 
aontain only the elemente of eubjeete of which they treat 
knowledge should go much beyond thia. 

Saeoad, tba objoet of ediaeatioa ia aot ao mueh to fumiah knowledge ae 
to traia aad diaalpipa tha miad. Tha taaaher ahoald hato a traiaad mind. 
To obtain thia we moat atody thoaa braaahaa that an partiadarly fttad to 
train the mind, braaehea aboro tha aoanoa arhool aooaaa. 8oaathiag in 
thia line should b« done bacaoee cur own self Improrement meana better 
teaehing and therefore our pupils aa well aa ouraeWee will be t>enefited. , 

Third, we should know more about our profesai<>a Real teaching is 
a real profeeeion that ia aot learned in a year or two. Many important 
tbiaga howerer can be learned in one vacation that will double or triple the 
valna of a teaefaar'a aarriaaa. Baadiag booha oa taaahiag ia good bat we 
aaad tha liring tooah of oiperlanMd taaahara to latarprat tha biioha aad to 
add their own ideaa. 

Fourth, we naed to obaerre others teaeh. We eaa often gain more hy 
watehing a first class teacher for thirty minutes than we could in reading 
an entire book. A little praetiee teaehing along with thia obeerratiou uu 
dar wise direotioo will add very aaah to oar paraonal equipment giving 
etreagth and aaanraaae. In this way wa may greatly iaproreour methotla 

Fifth, we need to enlarge our etoek of gaaaral kaewladge by reading, 
by hearing good leeturea and by eoming in aoatail with Other aiada that 
like our own are being oonstsntly enriched. 

Sixth, we need the aasoeiation of Cbrittiaa paOflo who aro oaraaatly 
aadaaroring to make tha world better, who by aap ariaaaa aa d tcalaing have 
aaqaizad wiae aad aOaiaat wayn of halpiag iMaa who aaad help most. 
TUa ia oaa of tha ■oalaMaalaaaai of gnaa aad oaawa aia aot likely 
to orarralaa. 

The above are perhaps the ehinf neeils of teaahers and of thoae who 
are ezpeeting to teaah next year. The next question is, how shall they be 
met. 

Certainly by attending some good eehool. Some teachers undertake 
to fit themeelvee by taking a eorreapoodaaee eaaree but it is very unsatis 
faetory. Probably aiaa oat of every tea who aadertaka it gira it op in a 
abort tiflM.

Maithar aaa thay af • 
lord to attead a aalwel ^t haa no equipmaat bat blaahtwardi aad a law 
liirly good teachers. 

If there is a large aehool withia seaeh that ia finely equipped and has 
an estat.iished wpntatina lor iMrilaaaa aad ia withia yoar awaaa , by all 

odds go to it.
